Shanghai, Oct. 11. — Sheng Tao lints re- 
ceived ti telegram from Gen. Su, report- 
ing that u serious rebellion lias broken 
out ill the southwestern part of the 
Kwang Si province, that his IjU.OOU 
troop*) are. inadequate, and that he needs 
at least 100,000 to cope with the danger 
which it, directed against them. 

Loudon, Oct. 11.— Tlie officials of the 
foreign ollice sny that Lord Salisbury as- 
sents to M. Deleasse's Chimtv note, 
with a reservation as to the methods of 
prohibiting the import of arms, ami sug- 
gesting that each nationality garrison one 
place, instead of the proposed joint oc- 
cupation of each locality. 

Berlin, Oct. 1 1. -According to a de- 
spatch received by the German Navy 
League, the situation in Southern China 
is exceedingly critical. 'l'he despatch 
says that Cliing Wie Hong, who advised 
the Dowager Empress to enroli the Itux- 
ers in the army, had been appointed 
governor of the new Chinese capital, 
Sain Fu. It is further asserted that 
many Chinese have been decapitated at 
Ohio Kiang, province of Kiang Su; and 
that Gen. Yuan Shi Kni has increased 
his army to 40,1100. 

Count von YValdcrsoe, in an official 
telegram, announces that he will start 
for Pekin from 'Tien Tsin next Satur- 
day. The Germans are awaiting rein- 
forcements at Tien Tsin before under- 
taking further measures. They have ef- 
fected telegraphic cornimmieation be- 
tween Tien Tsin and Pekin. The semi- 
otilcinl press to-day admits that there is 
no development regarding the reported 
removal of the imperial court to Si Ngap 
Fa. This admission its accompanied by a 
declaration that Emperor Kwang IIkhi'h 
return to Pekin is now highly improbable, 
although his presence there is "absolute- 
ly necessary to effect lasting peace." 

Washington. Oct. 11.— The reply of the 
state department to the French note 
relative to the basis of Chinese negotia- 
tions was made public late to-day. It 
reads as follows: 

The Secretary of State to the French 
Charge d' Affaires (sent to Mr. Thie- 
bnut, October 10, 10001: 

MEMORANDUM. 
The government of the United States 
agree with that of France in recognizing 
as the object to he obtained from the 
government of China appropriate repara- 
tion for the past, and substantial guaran- 
tees for the future. 

The President is glad to perceive in the 
basis of negotiations forwarded in the 
memorandum of October 1 the spirit that 
has animated the declarations heretofore 
made by all the powers interested, nno 
would be pleased to see the negotiations 
begun immediately upon the usual verifi- 
cation of credentials. It may be con- 
venient to enumerate the clauses of the 
memorandum, and to add some observa- 
tions dictated by the attitude of the 
United States in the present circum- 
stances. 

1. The punishment of the guilty parties 
who may be designated by the represen- 
tatives of the powers at Pekin. The 
Chinese government has already Indi- 
cated its intention to punish a number of 
those responsible for the recent disorders. 
The representa-lyo of the powers at 
Pekin may suggest additions to that list 
when negotiations are entered upon. 

2. The continuance of the interdiction 
against the importation of arms. If it is 
understood that this interdiction is to be 
permanent, the details of its regulations 
seem a proper subject of discussion by 
the negotiators. 

:!. Equitable indemnities for the gov- 
ernments, corporations and private indi- 
viduals. This is one object desired by 
all the powers. The Russian govern- 
ment has suggested that in case .of pro- 
tracted divergence of views this matter 
might be commended to the considera- 
tion of the international court of arbitra- 
tion of The Hague. The Presidenl 
thinks this suggestion worthy the atten- 
tion of the powers. 

4. The organization in Pekin of a per- 
manent guard tor the legations. The 
government of the United States is un- 
able to make any permanent engagement 
of this nature without the authority of 
the legislative branch, but in the present 
emergency we have stationed in Pekin 
an adequate legation guard. 

5. The dismantling of the forts at 
TakU. The President reserves the ex- 
pression of his opinion as to this measure 
pending the receipt of further informa- 
tion in regard to the situation in China. 

(',. The military occupation of two^ or 
three points on the road from Tien Tsin 
to Pekin. The same observation which 
has been made in reference to No. '1 ap- 
plies nlso to this proposition. The Presi- 
dent is unable to commit the United 
States to a permanent participation in 
such occupation, hut he thinks it desir-

"From on English telegraphist, who 
was in control of the telegraphs for the 
Transvaal. I learn that there was a sys- 
tematic tampering with all telegrams 
during the war, in order to misrepre- 
sent operations in favor of the Boers, 
lie says that Mr. Kruger was constantly 
wiring to the commanders inquiries as to 
how many of the British had been kill- 
id. and that Gen. Cronje, after the 
light tit Magerslontein. wired Mr. Kruger 
thar he had counted many thousand Brit- 
ish dead on the battlefield. 

"Early in the campaign, Commandant 
General .Toubert appealed to Mr. Kruger 
to slop the Boers' looting, bin received 
no reply. Later on he wi,H from Col- 
enso, advising the President to sue for 
peace. Mr. Kruger replied; 'Have you 
lust all faith in God?' 

"On another occasion, when the Boers 
were suffering reverses, Mr. Kruger wir- 
ed to all the generals that ten thousand 
men were coming to their assistance from 
the Cape."

Scranton, Oct. 11.— The convention of 
the anthracite miners now on strike 
throughout the entire hard coal fields in 
Pennsylvania, will convene in this city 
to-morrow morning, for the purpose of 
considering the ten per cent. net. increuHC- 
in wages proffered them by nearly all 
the mine operators in the region. What 
tho outcome of the convention will be is 
a matter of speculation, and the opinions 
expressed to-night by labor leaders are 
widely divergent. The belief is general 
that in the absence of any uniform in- 
structions among the delegates, the 
chaneoH of a settlement by this conven- 
tion are slight. 

The convention, as near as the United ! 
Mine Workers officials know, will con- 
sist of mill delegates. About half of this- 
number are now here. moHt of them- 
from the Schuylkill valley and FJazelton 
region. The district headquarters were 
crowded all day. President Mitchell will 
probably preside and the secretaries will 
be idected by the delegates. The organi- 
zation of Uie convention, will be the only 
thing done at to-morrow's session.

MR. WHITE INTERVIEWED. 

Claims All the Credit in Sight in China 
For Uncle Sum. 

Washington, Oct. 11. --Mr. Andrew D. 
White, the United States ambassador to 
Germntiy, bad conferences with the Pres- 
ident ami Secretary Hay to-day, prepar- 
atory to returning lo his post in Berlin 
next week. Mr. White, in an interview, 
said thai having been so long absent from 
Berlin, he could not give 'he lntest phases 
of opinion there regurding the Chinese 
matter, but that when he left it was felt, 
by «omo of the brightest people he met 
that the course pursued by the United 
States was wiser than that adopted by 
the European powers. One of the longest 
headed men in the diplomatic corps had 
congratulated him on the fact: that the 
whole of the other powers almost univer- 
sally -had lost hope nnd were rendy to 
proceed to the most extreme measures on 
the snipposition that the diplomatic eorpa 
in Pekin. and, indeed, the whole foreign 1 
population there, had been murdered,' 
the United Stntes government had been 
pntient nnd wise, nnd it wns due to this 
attitude that the United Stntes had been 
first to communicate with Pekin and wns 
Tenlly the power which saved the for- 
eigners there. Events since then, Mr.. 
White pointed out, hnve justified com- 
pletely this view. To the quotations 
from a hostile element in the German 
press in tho morning pnpers, Mr. White.' 
attributed no special importance, since 
the pnpern quoted were the most violent 
enemies of the United States throughout 
the Spanish war and at nil times since. 
Tho ambassador expressed the opinion 
that in spite of some friction between tho 
various powers, nn ultimate fair under- 
standing concerning China was alto- 
gether probable.

VOX WALDERSEE'S ADDRESS. 

■Expresses the Hope That Allies May 
Soon Attain Their Object. 

Tien Tain, Oct. 0.— The following was 
published yesterday in the British bri- 
gade orders: 

"Count von Waldereee assumed chief 
command of the troops in Chili Li prov- 
ince, September 27, and expressed the fol- 
lowing sentiments: 'It tills my heart 
with pride and pleasure to be placed at 
the head of such distinguished troops, 
who have already given glorious proofs 
of their valor and heroism. Well know- 
ing that I am entrusted with a difficult 
task, I have nevertheless a firm convic- 
tion that I shall succeed quickly and 
surely with the help of these proved 
troops, in attaining the object placed be- 
fore me, now that they are combined un- 
der a single leader." 

Tien Tsin, Oct. 9.— Oen von Walder- 
see, commanding the allied force, has 
issued orders to the Pao Ting Fit ex- 
pedition to depart on the 11th. The 
expedition consists of a mixed force of 
5,000 British, Germans, French and 
Italians:. The force will leave Tien 
Tsin. and will connect near Pao Ting 
Fu with a column of the same strength 
from Pekin, under the command of Gen.

the microscope which enabled him ' > k". 
In a iittle glass laiiiel cultures of n robes 
taken from the spleen of a mouse thai died 
of tlie plague. The thine looked vaguely 
like a geographical mat' with red. rose ami 
violet tints. In the centres of the uui II re- 
Colored deludes of blood there ware oval- 
shaped red spot*;, ::: some eases si nek to- 
gether. These were the microbes of the 
plague. 

" 'Look at this eprouvette.' said the pro- 
fi ssor. 'There are the bacilli that klbed 
Dr. Midler, and there are enough of tlieui 
there to Infect all Paris.'

Special attention will he paid to the in- 
dexing of newspapers, the sessional 
papers, and so on — that is, the sugges- 
tions of the Colonist will be carried out.

At a meeting of the board of health, 
which will be held to-day, a letter from 
Dr. Ernest Hall, in which the writer 
makes very serious charges against 
Coroner Hart and City Health Otllcer 
Fraser, will come up for consideration. 
Dr. Hall charges that Dr. Hart failed 
to report a case of diphtheria which he 
wtis treating, and that Dr. Fraser wrong- 
fully caused to be issued a burial certifi- 
cate giving the cause of death as pneu- 
monia. 

Both of the officials against whom the 
charges are laid say that there is abso- 
lutely no foundation for the same, and 
they are loud in their denunciation of Dr. 
Ernest Hall's conduct iu the circum- 
stances surrounding the case. 

A Colonist, reporter yesterday after- 
noon interviewed both Dr. Hart and Dr. 
Fraser in the matter. Dr. Hart spoke 
quite freely. He was exasperated beyond 
measure, he said, nt what he could only 
characterize as despicable conduct on 
the part of Dr. Ernest Hall. 

" The facts of the case are as follows," 
said Dr. Hart: "On October 4 I was 
called to attend the little child of 
Andrew McMillan, who resides on 
Taunton street, Spring Ridge. I made 
an examination and found the child to 
be suffering from a bad attack of pneu- 
monia. I prescribed the proper treat- 
ment and visited tlie child each day up 
t,i the 10th instant— Wednesday last. 
On the morning of that day, on paying 
my regular visit. I found that the little 
patient was sinking rapidly. 

"Shortly after 1 had left the house 
Dr. Ernest Hall called, without solicita- 
tion, at the McMillan residence, rushed 
into the house, and demanded to see the 
child. The little life was just ebbing 
away, but Dr. Hall had the child sit up 
in lied ami proceeded to open its mouth, 
causing it great distress, anil made an 
examination. The parents of the child 
witnessed this operation, with much pain- 
ful annoyance. Dr. Hall immediately 
declared 'the child to be suffering from 
diphtheria. Before he hail gone a block 
the (diild was dead. 

"Or. Hall came to my oilier, bustled 
in. and told me in somewhat peremptory 
fashion that tlie McMillan child I was 
treating was suffering from diphtheria, 
and asked me to look after it. I told 
him 1 would at lend to the case, and he 
left the office without further conversa- 
tion, 

" I then went, over to Dr. Eraser's of- 
fice, told him of Dr. Hail's visit and Ins 
statement, ami asked him to go with me 
to the McMillan resilience and make an 
examination of the child. He consented 
to do so, and we went up together. (In 
arriving there we found the child dead 
and the parents in much distress over 
Dr. Hall's visit and his actions there. 

"We proceetled, however, to examine 
the child, and neither I If. Fraser nor 
myself could find the slightest evidence 
which would show it was suffering from 
diphtheria. Dr. Fraser agreed with me 
that: I might have no hesitancy in issuing 
the usual burial certificate, giving the 
cause of death as pneumonia. This I 
did; and now I learn of Dr. Hall's ob- 
jection to that course. Dr. Hall has act- 
ed, in my opinion, in a grossly indecent 
and unprofessional manner, and I can- 
not speak in adequate terms of condem- 
nation of the course he has seen lit. to 
pursue in this affair, and iu others of 
which I do not care to speak. I court 
the fullest inquiry into the matter. Dr. 
Hall's charges are ridiculously absurd." 

The reporter next visited Dr. Fraser 
and informed him of the conversation he 
bad with Dr. Hart. He at once cor- 
roborated all that the latter had said re- 
garding the circumstances of the case. 
The .McMillan child had not the slight- 
est symptoms of having diphtheria. 

"As regards Dr. Hall's action in this 
matter, I consider it contemptible iu the 
extreme." said Dr. Fraser. "Not only is 
such conduct annoying to professional 
men. but it is calculated to needlessly 
alarm the public. Why, quite a diph- 
thtrta scare has been gotten up over the, 
matter. For the past two days my 
'phone has been ringing continuously and 
people have been telling me of diph- 
theria cases here, there and everywhere. 
When I asked how they knew they were 
cases of diphtheria, invariably the re- 
ply was: 'Oh, Dr. Ernest Hal! says so.' 

'"Now, as a matter of fact, there are to 
my knowledge at the present moment in 
the city of Victoria only two cases of 
diphtheria, and in both instances they 
arc under proper surveillance. There 
may be others of which Dr. Ernest Hall

one who is fond oi -horses and doga must 
have a particularly warm spot in the 
corner of his or her heart for their doc- 
tor, quite apart from the important role 
which he plays, not alone in warfare, 
hut likewise in well-nigh every phase of 
our every-day life. Kor the line he- 
tweeu human -and animal pathology is 
so thin, there are so many human ail- 
ments that are averted by the cure and 
prevention of disease in animals, that it 
ia just as diliiciilt to conceive ourselves 
deprived of the services of the vet. as of 
the physician. 

In no country of the world docs the 
vet. enjoy a higher degree of regain and 

• consideration than in Great Britain, 
where the death a fortnight ago of Sir 
Henry Simpson, who held for more than 

. a quarter of a century the otllce of vct- 
■ erinary surgeon-in-chief to the Queen, 
served to call forth, not only widespread 

• expressions of regret, but likewise com- 
ment on the amazing progress made in 
animal iirogiietss during the forty years 
that had elapsed since he lirst received 

.his diploma as a member of the Itoyal 
College of Veterinary Surgeons, which 
.has now been, placed by parliament upon 
.the same level as other learned bodies, 
the so-called Medical Act endowing it 
with. prerogatives and advantages analo- 
gous to those of the Itoyal College of 
I J hysician«, and the Koyal College of 
Surgeons. Sir Henry, who was knighted 
by the Queen in 18S7, ranked as one of 
the gentlemen of the royal household, 
anil the number of autograph portraits, 
of valuable pieces of plate and of sou- 
venirs of one kind and another, bearing 
inscriptions, indicating the fact that they 
were royal gifts, furnished striking evi- 
dence of the high esteem and warm re- 
gard in which he was held, not merely 
by his sovereign, but likewise by all the 
.members of the reigning family. 

While the consideration thus maui^ 
fested for Sir Henry Simpson was 
largely of a personal character, it like- 
wise constituted a tribute to the profes- 
sion of which he was so distinguished 
a member. It was for his services as a 
vet. that he received the honor of kuight- 
Iiood, and it is no secret that several

Nor doe 
there seem to be any prospect of the 
haw.? 'being supplanted as a means of 
locomotion in war, since automobiles and 
bicycles are useless over broken ground 
while the science of aerial navigation 
has not yet reached the point of develop- 
ment where it will be possible to carry 
«m movements of large bodies of troops 
and of artillery above the surface of 
tac ground Heating in mid-air. 

1 may add that the reports which reach 
us from the Philippines serve to confirm 
these South African views with regard 
to the importance' of the horse as a fa 
tor in modern warfare. The principal 
successes in the Philippines have b( 
obtained by mounted troops, and the 
tire aspect of the situation may be said 
to have been changed when Gen 
Young's cavalry took to the field, seven 
provinces being wrested from the enemy 
in as many weeks by means of forced 
marches. The insurgents are not afraid 
to face American infantry, against which 
they put up a bold light. But Uncle 
Sam's cavalry strikes terror into their 
hearts. A_s stated by a correspondent, 
"Our big American horses are the 
dragon of the little Filipinos' dream. At 
the sight of the galloping, yelling caval- 
rymen they never wait to lire a shot, but 
holt for all they are worth." 

This being the case, the health of the 
horse 'become, from a military point of 
view, a consideration of the most vital 
importance. Deprived of the use of its 
horses by sickness or death, an army 
loses ipso facto its mobility, and becomes 
heavily handicapped. At the time of 
the outbreak of the war in South Africa, 
the English army was popularly believed 
to be the most splendidly equipped, as 
far as its veterinary service was con- 
cerned, and it was considered ns due to 
this fact that there was a smaller inor 
tality among the animals employed, less 
loss from contagious diseases, and t 
higher degree of efficiency of the mount 
ed service than in any other army of the 
Old or New World. Yet the war hn< 
served to demonstrate that the service 
was altogether inadequate in point of 
numbers, that the personnel of this par- 
ticular branch of the army will have to 
he doubled or trebled, and that the horse 
surgeon has become quite us important, 
if not more so, than the soldier surgeon. 

It is nut wounds that constitute the 
chief difficulty with which, the vet. is 
called upon to deal in time of war. In- 
deed, (he number of horses killed, or 
veil struck by bullet and shell, has been 



have rendered in connection with the 
war in South Africa. The latter has 
been essentially a cavalry campaign, and 
not even in the civil war in the United 
■States, nor in the Franco-German war 
of 1S70, nor yet in the Turko-Russian 
war of 1877, has cavalry ever been so 
powerful a factor as during the hostile 
operations now drawing to a close in 
South Africa. It had been asserted far 
.and wide that the modern loug-range 
rifle and the modern field guu, which 
may be said to have received their bap- 
tism of lire in the conflict between Eng- 
land and the Boer republics, would 
transform the conditions of war to such 
an extent as to eliminate- the horse, and 
to render mounted troops useless. Ac- 
tual experience has proven the reverse 
to be true. The early successes of the 
Boers were wholly due to the fact that 
they were mounted, and as such pos- 
sessed superior mobility to the British 
infantry by which they w'ere opposed. 
JJut the scene was changed as soon as 
Lord Huberts moved forward General 
French's cavalry and horse artillery, 
which, after rounding up General Crcnj?, 
•captured Bloemfontein, thus turning the 
tide of Boer victory. In fact, the entire 
war in South Africa may be said to 
have been fought and won by mounted 
troops and horse artillery. The cam- 
paign has served to show that mobility 
is an even still more important factor in

Hons in South Africa, us compared to 
the' loss of equine life through disease, 
attributable partly to overwork, but 
more especially to the much-dreaded 
South African horse sickness. Tens of 
thousands of horses have succumbed to 
this malady, and to analogous ailments 
due to climatic changes and absence of 
proper cure and food, especially during 
the earlier .stages of the campaign. In 
fact, the prolonged inaction of Lord 
Roberts after the capture of Bloemfon- 
tein, and his delay in making any for- 
ward movement — a delay which seemed 
so inexplicable, and taxed so severely the 
patience of his countrymen — was en- 
tirely due to the condition of his horses, 
and' to the necessity of his waiting for 
re-mounts and for the reinforcement of 
his veterinary staff before he attempted 
to invade the Transvaal. Every avail- 
able veterinary fiiirgeon was despatched 
to South Africa, the cavalry depots in 
England being deprived for the nonce 
of all their veterinary officers, and direct- 
ed to avail themselves of the services of 
civilian surgeons in case of need. 

The arrival in South Africa of the 
principal officers of the veterinary de- 
partment soon put a different complexion 
upon the scene, and before long the ap- 
palling mortality of horses had been ar- 
rested and the mounts restored to health 
and usefulness, thanks to the increased 
medical attention with which they were 
provide.]. As n sample of what was 
done, it mny be mentioned that Veterin- 
ary Major Huntingdon managed, after 
reaching Bloemfontein, to effectually 
prevent the spread of the up till that 
time so fatal "Natal horse sickness," by 
applying medicated nose-bags to the 
horses at night, thereby preventing them 
from coming into contact with the dew 
of the grass, which bacteriological inves- 
tigation hud convinced him harbored the 
germs of the disease. 

Tin? mention of Major Huntingdon 
serves to call attention to the fact that 
whereas in the United States army no 
military rank is ns yet accorded to the 
veterinary surgeonw attached to the vari- 
ous cavalry and artillery regiments, in 
England, as elsewhere in Europe, mili- 
tary vets, hold commissions ns full- 
Hedged officers, more so even than the 
army surgeons. For, while the latter 
are protected in the field by the Geneva 
red cross and considered as non-belliger- 
ents, the vets, are regarded as being 
quite as full-fledged combatants as any 
other regimental or staff officers, run- 
ning, therefore, tiie same risk of cap- 
ture, imprisonment or death at the hands 
of the enemy. 

In the case of the English army, the 
veterinary staff at the outbreak of the 
war consisted of a dozen veterinary 
colonels, the same number of lieutenant- 
colonels, about two score veterinary 
majors, and probably a couple of hund- 
red veterinary captains and lieutenants. 
Four of them are decorated with the 
Order, of the Bath, six more with the 
Distinguished Service Order, while a 
largo number of them bear names of 
families belonging to the titled and un- 
titled aristocracy of the United King- 
dom. The head of the department, who 
the title of Director-General, is Vet- 
erinary Col. Duck, who is about to lie 
promoted to a knight commnndership of 
the Order of tho Bath, with the prefix of 
"Sir" to his name, rfri'fJ to he advanced 
to the rank of Veterinary Major-General, 
while several of the veterinary lieuten- 
nnt-cobnclis are to be rewarded for their 
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invaluable services in South Africa by 
promotion, some to the rank of brigadier- 
general and others to ordinary knight 
general and others to ordinary knight- 
hood The veterinary officers rank as 
staff' rather than regimental officers, and 
wear blue uniforms slashed with gilt lace 
somewhat similar to the Hussar officers' 
uniform, but with a cocked hat and red 
plume. They are entitled to retire on 
halt-pay after years of service and 
reach the age limit of 05. The British 
army in India has its own veterinary 
department, which is taxed even more 
severely than that of the home forces. 
For the military vets, in India are 
called upon to exercise their skill, not 
merely on horses, but also on elephants, 
camels and other beasts of burden, a' jC j 
likewise to take part in the training Q { 
large numbers of natives us uien- j0Cra [ 
the profession. The need for this will 
be perceived when it is et^ced that the 
loss in India from wlli'.c may be de- 
scribed as preventable, animal diseases 
hikj beeu estimated a t_ ij^O.UOU.UUU u 
year. 

The French army is at the present 
moment engaged in re-organizing and 
extending its veterinary service, which 
has hitherto consisted of Hi principal 
veterinary surgeons, with the lull rank 
of colonel; -JU veterinary surgeons, with 
the rank of lieutenant-colonel; 'MO with 
the rank of captain; '2'M with the rank 
of lirst lieutenant; and 1)1 with the rank 
of sub-lieutenant. In the case of the 
German army there is attached to the 
stall of each of the sixteen army corps 
a principal veterinary officer of the rank 
of colonel. Each brigade has a veterin- 
ary otllcer with the rank of captain or 
of major, and in addition to these there 
are 110 regimental vets, with the rank 
of tirst lieutenuut, and 215 with the rank 
of lieutenant. The veterinary service of 
the Italian, Belgian and Austrian armies 
is organized on the same lines, the chiefs 
in each case being officers with the rank 
of full colonel, the Uussiau army being 
the only one in which the principal veter- 
inary surgeon ranks as a general, and is 
addressed as ••excellency." 

Uncle Sam alone seems to be reluctant 
to concede the rank of commissioned olli- 
cers to the veterinary surgeons needed 
lor the medical care of the horses of his 
army, and apparently fails to realize that 
the welfare of the latter is sutlicieutly 
important from a military point of view, 
to render it politic to attract a better 
cdass of professional and more highly 
educated men than the so-called horse 
doctor of olden days, whose status was 
about on the level with that of a farrier. 
Americans are justly proud of their 
Splendid cavalry. They should, there- 
fore, lend their" support to the bill now 
awaiting congressional action, providing 
the mounted branches of the service witn 
the same safeguards ill the shape of a 
liuely olllcered veterinary department as 
tin- armies of the Old World.

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Among the papers read at the twelfth 
annua! conference of the Institute of 
Journalists, held in Loudon, beginning 
September 111, wan one by the president, 
Sir .1. Henderson, on the evolution or 
journalism, a. id another on the law of 
copyright, with special reference to the 
recent case of The London Times against 
John Lane, by Mr. ,1. Andrew Strahan. 
counsel to the institute. The reports of 
these papers, which follow, are taken 
respectively from the Daily News and the 
Daily Chronicle, of London.

The 
latter part of the century had seen the 
birth of new journalism, about which 
much had been said, laudatory and con- 
demnatory. Doubtless it hud its good 
points and its had points. It seemed to 
bo leading to the cheapening of papers, 
though after all that was nut a very new 
feature, for at the beginning ul the cen- 
tury there was a journal published at a 
farthing, and styled the Karthing Post; 
hut it was also responsible for many oth- 
er tendencies, which he was old-fashion- 
ed enough to dislike and to dread. 

The sensationalism that used to be re- 
garded as the sole posi->essiun of their 
American confreres, was becoming too 
common in the British press, which con- 
sequently was, in his opinion, in danger 
of losing much of its dignity and pres- 
tige. The festering of a love tor the sen- 
sational must be hurtful both to the pub- 
lic and to the press, and must tend tu the 
weakening of their influence among tiie 
more intelligent sections of the commun- 
ity. 

The desire to publish exciting news, 
served up with startling headings, led 
too frequently to the exaggeration of 
facts, and to the hurried publication of 
statements which, if calmly reflected upon 
in the editorial sanctum, would never be 
allowed to sec the light of day, at all 
events in such a form. In that respect 
assuredly the older journalists showed 
more prudence and greater wisdom than 
some of their successors. He spoke all 
the more earnestly on that point because 
he felt that his own count:-;,- (Ireland) 
had suffered grievously through that mal- 
practice. Her character had too often 
been aspersed by those whose knowledge 
of her people and her history had been 
based upon nothing more substantial than 
the statements of correspondents who had 
allowed party prejudice and a love for 
the sensational to run away with their 
discretion and their sense of fair play. 

He looked to the Institute of Journal- 
ists to combat such evils as those by in- 
culcating iu its members a reverence for 
truth and a desire to uphold the worthier 
traditions of their calQng. The person- 
al element was another striking charac- 
teristic of "up-to-date" newspapers, in 
connection with which abuses were liable 
to exist. The inevitable interview was 
apt to bring into too great prominence 
people who might, with advantage to 
themselves and others, be allowed to re- 
main in the shadow of a kindly obscurity. 
The lady journalist, though scarcely a 
product of the new journalism, had un- 
doubtedly been helped forward bv it to 
the lighting line of their ranks. 

No longer content with writing col- 
umns of feminine gossip on the events of 
the day— which duty it, was alleged, had 
now often to ho undertaken by men— or 
describing fashionable weddings and 
functions of special interest to her sex, 
she now undertook the most arduous du- 
ties of their profession, and did not even 
shrink from accepting the position of war 
correspondent. They were glad to have 
the names of many of those talented la- 
dies on the roll of their institute, and 
I hey had no objection to an increase in 
their numbers. 

Mr. ,T. Andrew Strahan, honorable 
counsel to the institute, read a paper on 
"The Reporter and the Law of Copy- 
right/' taking as his text the decision of 
the House of Lords in the case of Walter 
v. Lane. What was the document of 
which it was thought by some writers 
that Lord Roscbery should have, the copy- 
right? Not any document produced hy 
hiiiiself, but a document produced by the 
labor of another person, namely, the re- 
porter who reported his speeches. What

. the judgment did not do. All it 
-jfUSCrd to the speaker was the right to 
reproduce a report of his speech which 
was made by the labor of another per 
sou than the speaker. Until a document 
was published no question of copyright 
arose. If that had been remembered 
parties to the controversy over the judg- 
ment iu Walter v. Lane would not have 
written about the consequence of that 
judgment being that the copyright in 
dictated article or poem would be in the 
secretary, shorthand writer or typist who 
put it into writing. Where au author 
dictated to an amanuensis, the relation 
between them was that of master and 
servant, and the result of the servant's 
work belonged to the master who paid 
him for it. 

In order, continued Mr. Strahan, that 
a person might have the copyright of a 
document he must be the producer of it. 
The word i:i the Copyright Act was "au- 
thor." No doubt in connection with liter- 
ature the word "author" was often used 
in a special sense, as meaning the person 
why originally evolved out of his own 
mind the ideas, that concatenation of 
word, thu't went to' form the contents of 
a literary work. But that was not the 
true or generic meaning of the word. 
The report of a n)>eeeh, like everything 
else, must have an author, and "if the 
reporter who produced the report was not 
its author, who was? But for the re- 
porter it certainly would never have 
come into existence. It might be said 
that but for the speaker of the speech 
also the report of it would never have 
come into cxistciic. That was quite true. 
In the stune way, but for the City of 
Loudon Kelley's Directory would never 
have come into existence, but it would 
hardly be contended that the City of 
London was the author of Kelley's Dir- 
ectory. Prima facie, then, the person 
who produced and published a document 
was entitled to the copyright therein. 

There were two reservations to this 
principle. The lirst was that the pro- 
ducer bad no title to the copyright if tho 
document was simply copied from anoth- 
er document produced by some other per- 
son or already published. The second re- 
servation was that the publication must 
e an illegal act, owing to the eon- 
of the document being blasphemous, 
'in, or seditious, or a breach of an 
-s or implied contract between the 
person publishing and .sonic one else. This 
latter reservation covered the case of an 
amanuensis publishing hooks dictated to 
him by his employer. If a speaker, how- 
ever, before making his speech, an- 
nounced that he refused to his audience 
llm liberty of reporting it, then any one 
who reported it was guilty of a breach 
of faith, and the speaker could obtain an 
injunction to restrain him from publish- 
ing it. 

Sir Edward Clarke, Q.C.. an honorary 
member of the institute, thought that 
the importance of the case had been ex- 
aggerated. Speeches were not often re- 
produced, and even in that case the selec- 
tions were rather in the nature of liter- 
ary essays. If Lord Rosebery wished to 
republish his Bpeeehes, and had no per- 
mission to use a report that appeared in 
the newspapers, he did not think any 
court would grant an injunction. ft 
might be that damages would be granted 
against him, but these would be so smull 
that even Lord Rosebery's limited m< ■■■■ 
would enable him to pay them. Sir Ed- 
ward remarked that it was a matter of 
extreme importance that newspapers 
should not live upon each other, and he 
felt it was in the interest of all that 
there should be protection of literary pro- 
perty as 'here was in drama and music.

Hamburg is very fond of animals;

But to one 
person the main attraction of a stay at 
Hamburg was that thence it was im- 
possible to visit Heligoland; it is so 
small that seen across tbe waves in the 
dim distance it looks like a little row of 
red houses rising straight out of the sea. 
There is, or was, no pier, so that you 
land with the aid of heavy boats and 
men thai walk into tbe waves. Tbe 
upper and lower portions of the island 
are connected by a staircase, and to 
reach the hotel the visitor ic; told to 
"Walk upstairs," but tliere is a "lift" us 
well. 

The hotel, when you have found it, is 
a quiet place; rooms snug and quaint, 
no waiters in dim shirts, and simple 
food— a restful home in many ways after 
soEing busy towns like a visit t;: Venice, 
after Home and Florence. In the upper 
part of this delightful island you can 
walk from end to end in thirty minutes; 
tethered sheep lick up the grass, are 
milked and do not seem to like it. and 
they and you are kept from falling off 
Ibe edge into tbe sea by a circuit of 
barbed win'. Traces of English influ- 
ence remained, such as villas called the 
Prince of Wales and Duke of Welling- 
ton, 'and a boat with the name The Little 
Nell. On tbe lii«r. day of the visit there 
wus lovely weather, so that it was pos- 
sible to enjoy a bathe, a bask, a sail:

BRITAIN'S COA1, RIVALS. 

Claim That the United States Article 
Can Compete in Britain. 

From Canadian Trade Review. 

The coal famine that is now exciting 
interest in Great Britain is the direct ve- 
sult of the prosperity of the manufac- 
turing interests and the consequent ex- 
pansion in the quantity of coal consum- 
ed, aggregated by the strike in Wales 
which cut off for a time one-sixth of 
tho whole Britsh supply of coal. It 
does not- result, from any decline in the 
amount of coal mined. For as a matter 
of fact Britain last year produced 220,- 
085,303 tons — about one-third of the 
world's total output — as against 202,. 
054,516 tons in 1898. And in 1880 
Britain exported 55,335,300 tons as 
against. 48,200,609 tons in 1S0S. Last 
year Britain shipped coal to every coun- 
try on the Continent, sending in all neai-- 
lv forty million tons. And what little 



ican coal at the pit's mouth in ordinarily 
lean years is about 4s to 4s Gd per ton. 
The corresponding price of British coal 
is between (is and 7s per ton. Hence tho 
usual difference between the two des- 
criptions is 2d to 2s Gd per ton. This has 
been the situation up to within tbe last 
two years or so. We should like to 
know how the Americans are likely to 
ship coal to Europe, and compete with 
British coal, on a normal of only 2s to 
3s per ton. It is suggested that vessels 
can be purchased or built of 10,000 to 
12,000 tons, winch -can carry the traffic 
much cheaper than it is carried at pres- 
ent. We grant that the freight rate of 
18s may be reduced and pos- 
he redtiqcd before long; but 
we do not believe that it will ever be 
brought under 10s as a regular thing, 
for the coal vessel is not likely to get 
any return cargo — at least not to any ex- 
tent to speak of — and the history of sea 
transportation does not, as far as we 
know, supply any examples of normal 
freights over six thousand miles of sea 
for Ires than 10s per ton, if, indeed it- 
can be done for that figure. 

Moreover, American coal cannot com- 
pete in fuel value with that of Wales.
